ASHFORD Library is set to be 
demolished - and replaced by a new 
multi-million pound building, we can 
reveal. 

The Church Road site is set to be redeveloped 
early next summer, with the existing services 
relocating to a temporary home in the town for up 
to two years while the work takes place. 

District manager for Ashford Libraries Joy 
Pritchard said: “The old building was built in the 
1960s and is really no longer fit for purpose. 

“At this stage it is still very early days in the 
project. There is no definitive plan. An architect 
has only just been appointed.” 

The new building will include other agencies 
such as the Register Office, and enhanced access 
for disabled users. 

Mrs Pritchard said: ‘We will relocate the library 
into temporary accommodation in the town for 
the duration. 

‘We also expect that other libraries in the dis¬ 
trict will probably have longer opening hours to 
compensate for the fact the main library will tem¬ 
porarily be somewhere else.” 

Mrs Pritchard added no decision had been 
made over where the temporary library will be 
housed. 

The timeline for the project anticipates the new 
library on the Church Road site will open in 
January 2010. 

Mrs Pritchard said: “The new library will be 
around the same floor space as the existing one. We 
hope that through imaginative design and new 
ways of arranging books we can create a feeling of

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CRASH SITE: Accident investigators are still trying to find out what caused fatal accident 

Search for 
clues after 
plane crash

AN INVESTIGATION into a 
light aircraft which crashed, 
killing its pilot, on Sunday 
will take “as long as it needs” 
according to officials. 

Officers from the Department of 
Transport’s Air Accidents Investigation 
Branch have been sifting through 
the wreckage of the French-registered 
craft which ploughed into a field near 
Bethersden. 

The Microlight F-PYMD was 
attempting to land on an airstrip 
near Fridd Farm, in Fridd Lane, on 
Sunday afternoon. 

It appears the plane fell short of 
the runway. No damage to nearby 
buildings was caused. 

A member of the public spotted 
the crash at around 3pm and fire, 
police and ambulance emergency 
crews were quickly on the scene. 
They attended the site for around 
six hours. 

A woman’s body was found among 
the wreckage. It is thought she may 
have been piloting the craft, which 
appeared to have lost both wings 
during the crash. 

A 70-year-old man was taken to the 
William Harvey Hospital suffering 


from chest pains and minor injuries. 

The wreckage of the plane was 
taken from the site on Monday 
and is now undergoing further 
inspection at Famborough, where 
the Air Accidents Investigation 
Branch is based. Two inspectors 
from the department attended the 
scene of the crash. 

A spokesman said: “The investi¬ 
gation will take as long as it needs. 
We have to look at a number of 
things. The history of the plane, the 
pilot, what the weather conditions 
were like. 

“They will obviously want to talk to 
the survivor and examine the air¬ 
craft’s history. They will also check 
its log book. 

‘We will also need to find out what 
we can about the pilot.” 

The owner of the A1 Secure Self 
Storage site close to the accident, 
who also owns the airfield, said he 
had made a statement to the Air 
Accident investigators but refused 
to comment further. 

Police have not released the names 
of those involved in the crash. 

Local police spokesperson Rosey 
Alexander said: ‘We have now hand¬ 
ed the investigation over to the air 
accident team. They will now deal 
with it from this point on.”

Landlord says 
half audience 
'go outside'

A PUB landlord is set to pull the 
plug on live music because of the 
impact of the smoking ban. 

The Oranges in Apsley Street says the ban - 
which has been in force for 100 days next 
Monday - has sent trade plummeting and 
destroyed its “sense of community”. 

And it is not alone, with other pubs reporting 
a similar drop in trade. 

Stuart Barton, who books the acts at the 
venue, said: “The ban has had a terrible impact 
on us. We have decided to honour our commit¬ 
ments until November but after that there will 
be an end to live performances at the pub. 

‘We are very upset about it. It’s not just a 
shame for us and the musicians but for Ashford 
as a whole. We just can’t afford to keep on with 
live music and it’s not fair on the performers 
when half their audience is outside. 


“We liked to think we were providing a bit 
of a service for the town which needs venues 
like ours. 

“It is going to affect the musicians badly.” 

Mr Barton added the ban has had serious 
consequences for the pub trade as a whole. 

He said: “Trade is considerably down. It has 
destroyed the sense of community that the pub 
used to have because people no longer sit 
together as they used to do.” 

The effect on live music has also been noticed 
at other pubs in the town. 

Rob Dixon, landlord of the Albion in 


Willesborough said: ‘We noticed the effect it 
had on live music immediately. I am going to 
have to rethink exactly how we go about put¬ 
ting on music in the future. 

“The performers have said they have noticed 
this happening everywhere.” 

Mr Barton added even customers who had been 
in favour of the ban had changed their minds. 

He said: “I have had at least two people who 
were in favour of the ban say they would now 
sign a petition to have a less strict law.”

Rail station 
bomb hoax 
caller jailed 

A MAN who caused commuter 


Closure threat for 
three post offices 
named on hit list 


chaos by making hoax bomb calls 
in an effort to get off work has been 
jailed for two and a half years. 

Stewart Monk, 28, of Ackerley 
Court, Ashford, worked as a trolley 
steward on services to London. 

He admitted making 11 false 
bomb threats involving Ashford 
International and London’s 
Charing Cross stations. 

Maidstone Crown Court heard 
how his calls were made to a rail¬ 
way customer service centre in 
February and March this year. 

On one occasion, he threatened: 
“There is a bomb at Ashford 
International, don’t let the police 
know. I will blow it.” 

Two of the 11 calls were made 
from public telephone boxes, the 
other nine from Monk's own mobile 
phone. 

Monk’s counsel John Honey told 
the court his client’s motive 
appeared to have been “to get time 
off work”. 

Recorder Peter Digney said after 
sentencing Monk: “You were caus¬ 
ing fear and anxiety to a large 
number of people.” 


THREE post offices in the Ashford 
area have been targeted for closure 
under the proposed changes to the 
Post Office network. 

The branches are the south 
Ashford branch on Beaver Road, the 
south Willesborough branch on 
Gladstone Road and another branch 
on Hythe Road. 

The proposals are part of radical 
changes to the network nationally. 

Fifty eight closures have been pro¬ 
posed across Kent. 

The Post Office claim that despite 
the closures the public will still be 
one mile from their nearest branch 
at the most. 

Chiefs say the cut-backs are neces¬ 
sary as the outlets are not making 
sufficient money. However, critics of 
the planned closures say smaller 
post offices have felt the squeeze as a 
result of the Government stripping 
its business, with the most recent 
example being withdrawing the sale 
of TV licences. 


The plans are part of a six-week 
consultation process that will take 
place before the closures go ahead, 
this began on Tuesday. 

Gary Herbert, network develop¬ 
ment manager for Kent said: “We 
believe these proposals offer the best 
prospect for a sustainable way for¬ 
ward for Post Office services in Kent, 
bearing in mind the minimum 
access criteria and the other factors 
to which we have regard.” 

The public have been given six 
weeks to give their views on the pro¬ 
posed closures. 

All representations for the closures 
locally should be received by 
November 12.

Project offers housing 
advice to rural areas 

A MOBILE scheme aimed at providing 
those in rural areas with access to council 
and community services has launched.

A BOOK chronicling the history of 
Ashford’s railways, started by the 
former mayor Gordon Turner, has 
been completed and now published 
two years after his death. 

His wife Betty Turner took the manuscript, 
sourced images and has now published the 
second volume charting the impact of the rail¬ 
way on the town from the beginning of the 
20th century 

Mr Turner, a popular and well-known figure 
in the town, finished writing the book Railway 
Life at Ashford just before his death from can¬ 
cer in March 2005. He was 78. 

It follows on from his 1984 book - Ashford: 
The Coming of the Railway 

Mrs Turner said: “This book is his tribute to 
the railwaymen of Ashford and getting it fin¬ 
ished is my tribute to Gordon. 

“This is the second book that my husband 
wrote about Ashford’s railway past. The first

covered the years from when the railway first 
came to the town in 1840 to the turn of the cen¬ 
tury. This second book covers the next century 
“I shelved it for a little while but then so many 
of Gordon’s friends started asking about it. 

“It was a daunting task but I got a tremen¬ 
dous amount of help from the printers 
Headley Brothers. I owe a great deal to so 
many people.” 

Mrs Turner now has one thousand copies of 
the book which she intends to sell herself. 

She said: ‘We are starting off by having a 
stall outside Water stone’s in the County 
Square shopping centre on Saturday 
“The great thing about Gordon’s book is that 
he has written about the people involved in 
the railway not just the machines. He was an 
Ashford man and he really admired them. 
“The town produced engines that were

I then married a man who became 
their councillor for 27 years and they are still 
part of my life now”

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Fears lorry death convict 
may have skipped bail 


IT IS feared a German lorry driver convicted 
of killing a man through dangerous driving 
has gone to ground. 

Herbert Glaesser, 54, was convicted of 
killing Roberto Gonzalez from Hothfield ear¬ 
lier this year, despite not being present in 
court, and sentenced to four years in prison. 

But he returned to Germany on bail and 
has now stopped reporting to German police. 

Glaesser, who was making his first trip to 
the UK, caused the accident by stopping on 
the fast lane of the M26 thinking it was the 
hard shoulder. 

Mr Gonzalez then drove his truck into the 
back of the lorry, seriously injuring himself 
and two other men in the lorry, Darryl 
Lavender, of Godinton Road, and Darren 
Verkuilen. Mr Gonzalez died in hospital from 
his injuries 38 days later. 

Glaesser was due to be imprisoned through 
the new European Arrest Warrant system 
that has replaced the old extradition process. 
This means he could have served time either 
here or in a jail in Germany. 


Murder trial defendant 
remanded in custody 

A 48-YEAR-OLD man charged with the mur¬ 
der of literacy teacher Louise Evans has 
appeared in court. 

Keith Prest was arrested on September 14 
after the body of the single mother was dis¬ 
covered in the car park of East Sutton’s 
women’s open prison, just outside Maidstone. 

Mrs Evans, also 48, was the mother of two 
daughters and lived in Hothfield. 

Prest was remanded in custody by the 
town’s magistrates during the short hearing 
on Saturday. He will now appear at 
Maidstone Crown Court on October 12. 

Court hears how robber 
held gun to guard's head 

AN ARMED robber was fatally shot by police 
after he fired a shotgun at them during a raid 
on a building society in New Romney, a court 
heard this week. 

Robert Haines, 41, from Challock, had held 
the gun to a Securicor guard's head and 
grabbed £105,000 before he was killed, the 
jury at Maidstone Crown Court was told. 

Three men were charged over the raid on 
the Nationwide last year. Two have already 
admitted involvement. 

But David Jenkins, 61, of Kingsnorth, 
denies robbery and possession of a firearm. 

The case continues.

Q lt's the question everyone must ask you, but how early do 
you have to wake up to do your show, and how early do you 
have to go to bed? 

A lt is at 4.25am my alarm goes off. I then 
snooze until about 4.40am and haul myself 
out of my pit and crawl into the shower. But I 
think even if I got up at 7am it would still feel 
horrid. Getting up sucks in general. 

Because we have to be on top of what our lis¬ 
teners are watching, I do find myself watching 
a lot of evening telly. My husband Haydn com¬ 
mutes to London everyday and doesn’t get 
home until 8.30pm so unless I stay up until 
about 10.30pm I feel like we’re just ships that 
pass in the night. But I do get a few siestas 
throughout the week... which I love. 

Q How did you get the job at Invicta - and what jobs had you 
done prior to joining? 

A I sent a demo in to the boss and they got 
me down for an audition. James and I 
seemed to hit it off. The rest is history. 

I hadn’t really worked in radio before 
Invicta, apart from a six-month stint on traffic 
and travel at Essex FM, and a couple of 
months on a digital station. Before then I was 
working in music PR as a ‘plugger’. 

I was a promo girl for a while working with 
companies like Audi, Daewoo, and Marks & 
Spencer. I did voiceovers here and there, and a 
bit of modelling for Boden and Laura Ashley 
for a while (when I was much slimmer!). I was 
a waitress in a cafe in west London and 


worked for a theatre-in-education company 
performing anti-drugs, anti-smoking and sex¬ 
ual health awareness shows, so a pretty varied 
CV.

I 
don’t think I could work that closely with 
somebody I didn’t truly like.

A HUGE medical breakthrough 
which could save the lives of mil¬ 
lions of people cursed by AIDS 
has come from a team of scien¬ 
tists based at Pfizer. 

They have spent 10 years developing a 
new class of HIV treatment which helps 
people who have developed a resistance to 
currently available drugs. 

Maraviroc has already been approved for 
marketing to the US Food and Drug Agency 
which regulates treatment across America. 

Now bosses at the Sandwich plant, which 
employs around 3,500 people, expect the 
European Union to follow suit by granting 
approval later this year. 

Then the drug will be available to UK 
patients under the name Cellsentri. 

John LaMattina, president, Pfizer Global 



Research and Development said: “There is a 
profound global need for new medicines to 
help HIV/AIDS patients. 

“We expect [drugs] like Maraviroc will 
become critically important new treatment 
options for patients who are resistant or intol¬ 
erant to their current HIV/AIDS therapies.” 

Pfizer emphasised the treatment is not 
yet available in the UK, but a spokeswoman 
said when it is “we shall certainly be letting 
people know”. 

She added: “This is the first of a new class of 
HIV medicines and it has taken a decade to 
perfect what is a great advance in medicine. 

“It was discovered and developed by our 


Kent team who have worked thousands of 
man hours on this project. 

“Now we are awaiting the EU ruling. We 
have had very positive responses so far - so 
we expect it to be approved. We have got 
the green light in the USA - now it’s 
Europe’s turn.” 

Work on the drug started in 1997 when 
Pfizer researchers noted how certain people 
had an inherent resistance to HIV infection. 

They discovered this was caused by a nat¬ 
ural condition which blocked transfer of 
substances from blood cell to blood cell. 

So they tried to reproduce the process 
artificially 

HIV drugs currently available fight the 
infection when it enters white blood cells 
from already infected areas. 

So although a spread can be slowed down 
it is unlikely to be totally stopped, but 
Maraviroc blocks the disease from moving 
from diseased cells to others in the body - 
thus arresting its spread. 

This process could save the lives of mil¬ 
lions living with the condition and is a major 
step forward to fighting the leading cause of 
premature death in Africa.

City plans pedlar crackdown 


ILLEGAL street traders flooding in from other 
parts of the county may soon have a fight on their 
hands as Canterbury council chiefs pursue a new 
bill to expel them from the city 

Council officers are concerned about unregulat¬ 
ed pedlars blocking rights of way, and offering 
what they deem to be unsuitable goods and serv¬ 
ices such as henna tattooing and stink bombs. 

Both Medway and Maidstone introduced legis¬ 
lation known as the Medway Act in 2005, which 
gives the local authorities tough new powers to 
confiscate and destroy goods offered by illegal 


street traders and issue on the spot fines. 

Now city councillors are looking to bring in sim¬ 
ilar legislation. 

It will also close the legal loophole which allows 
otherwise illegal street merchants to operate 
under a pedlars’ licence. 

Commercial health manager Roger Vick said: 
“They sell a load of junk, and of course the public 
has no comeback if things go wrong. 

“It annoys the licensed traders and shopkeepers 
who pay a premium, because these people come to 
the prime sites and just disappear again.” 


Wheelie bin recycling 
scheme to be rolled out 

EVERYONE across Maidstone will get a 
new, giant wheelie bin as part of a drive to 
improve waste collection. 

And they are being asked to use their old 
green wheelie bin for recycling - sorted by 
householders - to be collected twice a month. 

But thousands of homes will lose their 
fortnightly glass collection which the coun¬ 
cil this week admitted is just not economic. 

The good news for the council’s 63,000 
homes is weekly rubbish collections will 
continue. 

Explosive results for 
heritage wildlife haven 

OARE Gunpowder Works has been singled 
out as a green heritage site with a brace of 
exclusive eco awards. 

The historic Faversham site, which pro¬ 
duced gunpowder from 1694-1934, has 
been recognised for leading the way in her¬ 
itage and conservation thanks to the expert 
upkeep of its wooded areas, encouraging all 
sorts of wildlife to flourish amid the ruins of 
the factories. 

The woods were originally created to act 
as a screen to absorb accidental blasts. 

New academy excludes 
10 per cent of its pupils 

ALMOST one in 10 of the pupils at the new 
Folkestone Academy have been excluded 
from school - just weeks into the new aca¬ 
demic year. 

The flagship development - sponsored by 
billionaire former Saga boss Roger De 
Haan - has been touted as one of the top 
independent schools in the UK. 

The Folkestone Academy - which incorpo¬ 
rates the former Channel School - is also

Why farmers face a battle 
over colourful language 


FOR the farming community in 
and around Ashford, the news has 
not made easy reading recently. 

First there was foot and mouth and the 
accompanying hysterical headlines. Then it 
went away and we all breathed a sigh of relief. 
Then it came back again and the struggle con¬ 
tinues to contain it. 

And hot on its cloven hooves was the equal¬ 
ly unpleasant sounding bluetongue disease - a 
nasty little bug carried by mosquitoes and cur¬ 
rently making its way through Suffolk. 

No cases of either have made their way into 
the Garden of England yet, but the outbreak’s 
proximity to the county is worrying, so little 
wonder there are many anxious farmers. 

Not to mention the fact that Ashford’s cattle 
market has been severely hit as trading restric¬ 
tions stifle the transport of cows and sheep. 

In fact it raises a host of questions which 
farmers need to address. 

But perhaps at the top of this list is simply 
to come up with better names for their ani¬ 


mals’ illnesses. Let’s face it, even the most 
hardened meat eater - only too aware that 
absolutely no harm can come to them through 
the latest outbreaks - must just lose a bit of 
enthusiasm for their chop as they sit down for 
supper, turn on the TV, and watch a cow foam¬ 
ing at the mouth and their big lolloping dis¬ 
coloured tongue dangling. 

Traditionally, any disease with a colour in its 
name spells serious trouble. Think the black 
death... yellow fever... no good can normally 
come from them. 

Foot and mouth hardly sounds any more 
pleasant, and the less said about that old foe 
mad cow disease, the better. 

The truth is they all sound like a headline 
writer’s dream, and whip up a media frenzy 
which may not otherwise take place if they 
sounded a little less gruesome. 

I appreciate the mad cow moniker probably 
originated from Fleet Street initially, but farm¬ 
ers use it as much as anyone else. 

We don’t do that for human conditions. We 
don’t call ME lazy workshy syndrome’, for 


example, or colds ‘snotty nose disease’. No, we 
call them simple names which make them 
sound a little nicer and not something that 
makes you panic if you’re unfortunate enough 
to pick one of them up. 

Granted, a cold is dubbed ‘man flu’ by some 
of the fairer sex, but in what remains a male- 
dominated world, it’s not widely used and men 
just have to explain that a cold DOES indeed, 
cause them more pain and agony than when 
women pick up the milder strain. 

I don’t mean to make light of the problems 
facing farmers - far from it. But by conquering 
the battle of the English language it could solve 
some of the media frenzy which whips every¬ 
one into a state and has such damaging effects 
on public confidence and the wider market. 

Call it a case of getting the foot out of the 
mouth.

How many books does the Ashford Library 
have? 

In this branch we have 80,000 items. That includes DVDs, 
maps and cassettes as well as books. The biggest waiting 
list we have for a book at the moment is One Thousand 
Splendid Suns by Khaled Hosseini. Our other branches 
include Bockhanger, Wye, Charing, Stanhope and 
Tenterden as well as two mobile libraries. 

What do you think of Ashford as a town? 

I think it's fantastic actually. Ashford Library is the busiest 
in Kent. I think that is because Ashford has been for a long 
time the centre of a widespread community. It's very 
much got a history of being a market town and farming 
area. People come from the surrounding villages and the 
marshes. So Ashford really is a busy hub. But what's hap¬ 
pening in the town is very exciting. Within the next year 
this site will be demolished and we will have a brand new 
building built which we will share with other agencies 
such as adult education. Hopefully with the participation 
of the public we can create something special for Ashford.

Dementia poll is a 
cause for concern 

The new survey results published 
by YouGov showed a lack of public 
awareness about Alzheimer’s 
disease and dementia. 

Its findings give cause for concern, 
highlighting that the public has 
little awareness of dementia, and 
that most people assume memory 
loss is a natural part of ageing. 

People should not assume that 
mental decline is inevitable. We age 
in different ways and exercise, 
eating well and staying active can 
all help us retain mental and 
physical health throughout our life. 

At the moment 750,000 people in 
the UK are affected by Alzheimer’s 
or dementia and this is expected to 
double by 2030, causing a tragic loss 
of independence and stress and 
heartache for all involved. 

It is therefore crucial that much 
more funding is made available for 
research that can increase our 
understanding of Alzheimer’s 
disease and dementia, both to 
develop better treatments, and 
preferably to prevent mental 
decline, as well as better inform the 


public about preventative measures 
and how to be healthier in later life.

Lee feels the 
bite in Iraq 

Comic talks about his visit to the warzone, the 
tragic death of his lather and being back on tour 


LEE Hurst had a number 
of unusual experiences 
during his hazardous trip 
to Iraq, but one stands out 
above the rest. 

While on a visit to entertain troops 
in the warzone last year, he was 
offered the chance to dress up in a 
protective suit and invite a large 
attack dog to chase him. 

Hurst convulsed with laughter as 
he recalled being dragged into the 
dirt and shaken. 

He said: “I started running off, but 
when this huge dog brought me 
down I just couldn’t help laughing. 
I’m asthmatic and I’d forgotten my 
inhaler, so I was wheezing and 
choking on dust, but it was hilarious.” 

It was all a far ciy from Hurst’s days 
as a popular television personality, 
appearing as a regular panellist on the 
BBC show They Think It’s All Over. 

He left the show eight years ago after 
recording five series, to concentrate 
on his comedy club, The Backyard in 
Bethnal Green, east London. 

His experiences on the circuit 
influenced the way in which the club 
is run, including a decision to ban 
smoking on health grounds a full five

years before the Government did. 

Hurst takes a hands-on approach, 
even to security. At least two unlucky 
punters have been physically ejected 
recently for talking during the show, 
though Hurst claims to have no self- 
defence training. 

He said: “I didn’t really think about 
what I would do if they lashed out. 
My fighting style these days tends to 
be curling into a ball and crying.” 

Hurst certainly revealed his 
fighting spirit when he hit the 
headlines last year following an 
apparent suicide threat. 

Distressed by the treatment of 
his dying father at a hospital on the 
Isle of Sheppey, Hurst decided to 
exploit the media for his own ends. 

Threatening to take an overdose 
of anti-inflammatory medication if 
his demands were not met, Hurst 
locked himself in his car and called a 
national newspaper. 

He said: “I knew it would up 
the pressure on the NHS and force 
them to act. I never intended to hurt

myself or anyone else, so I tipped the 
contents of all but one of the capsules 
into one of my dog’s poo bags. Then 
I went off and there was a bit of a 
manhunt.” 

Police eventually apprehended him 
on a beach at Minster and he was 
taken for psychiatric tests before 
being released. 

The experience did not tempt 
Hurst into political comedy, but he 
found talking about it on stage a 
useful way to come to terms with 
what had happened. 

He said: “Putting it bluntly, my 
dad died on Wednesday and it was 
in the routine on Saturday night. 
I’ve told the story three times and 
that’s it - it’s over with.” 

Hurst has already begun his latest 
tour and claims not to be troubled by 
nerves, though he has experienced 
other problems. 

“On the first night of the tour, I 
was running late and didn’t have 
time to go to the loo before I went on 
stage,” he revealed. 

“I thought I wouldn’t stay on that 
long, but I worked it into the act and 
it went really well. I don’t have 
favourite themes, I just talk about 
anything that’s funny. It’s really just 
me mucking around.”

Tate's Iron 
Curtain call

YOU couldn’t blame Catherine 
Tate for getting a little ‘bowered’ 
at the mention of her trademark 
catchphrase. 

The comedienne has probably had ‘Am I 
bowered?’ quoted back at her more times than 
she cares to remember, but the gracious star 
insists she’s grateful for the recognition. 

“It’s not like I’m bombarded. It’s usually kids 
who say it to me,” she said. “But that’s great. If 
people don’t know who you are, it means the 
show hasn’t worked very well.” 

After making her name on the stand-up cir¬ 
cuit she successfully moved into TV, appearing 
in programmes like Big Train and Wild West, 
before landing her own Bafta-nominated show 

Earlier this year she made a guest appear¬ 
ance on Doctor Who and was such a hit she’s 
set to return as his regular sidekick. 

But for now the multi-talented actress is 
revealing a very different side. 

In her latest movie, Mrs Ratcliffe’s 
Revolution - released last Friday - she takes 
centre stage and this time she’s not playing it 
for laughs. Far from being daunted, the 39- 
year-old star says she was more than up for 
the challenge. 

“This script really did grab me,” she said. “I 
thought it was brilliant as soon as I read it.” 

Set in the early 60s when the Iron Curtain 
descended, the film tells the true story of 
Dorothy Ratcliffe (played by Tate) who, along 
with her husband Frank (Iain Glen) and their 
two daughters, defect from their home in 
Bingley, Yorkshire to East Germany to live the 
communist dream. 

However, their hope of a simple life with 
socialist principles quickly turns into a night- 
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mare as an increasingly unhappy Dorothy 
desperately tries to keep her family together. 

“She becomes the pivot for the family,” 
Catherine said of her character. 

“She’s resolutely cheerful and the kind of 
woman who gets sidelined a bit, as I imagine 
quite a lot of women did in the 60s, and then 
she ends up this mini revolutionary” 

Though her character’s life couldn’t be more 
different from her own, Catherine says she can 
relate to Mrs Ratcliffe, as she has also experi¬ 
enced life in the Eastern Bloc. 

In 1991 she lived as an exchange student in 
Russia during the military coup. 

“It was a very strange sensation. I was living 
with a family and the father and son would go 
out and protest at the barricades and for 48 
hours we didn’t hear from them. It was very 
frightening to see a family traumatised and 
tom about where their menfolk were,” she said.

ISTANBUL is a city that knows 
how to feed the appetite, and 
knows how to fuel it as well. 

With main streets that seem to suffer from 
perpetual traffic jams, taxis and buses are an 
exercise in tedious frustration, so walking is the 
recommended mode of transport. And with so 
much to take in - from ancient temples to street 
markets - it pays to travel at a slower pace. 

First stop on most tourist trails is the 
achingly gorgeous Hagia Sophia, and rightly 
so. Even the most jaded of travellers find its 
soaring domes, enormous Islamic medallions 
and light-pierced gloom a sight to behold. 

Sightseers here are slack-jawed in awe and 
wonder. If that’s the reaction of the 21st centu¬ 
ry tourist, I wondered, imagine what this place 
must have been to the millions who saw it before 
skyscrapers and 747s? Like the various here¬ 
afters it peddled, the place is still otherworldly 

A short walk away lies the famous Blue 
Mosque. A mere 400 years old, it’s still a brash 
newcomer in the Turkish scheme of things, 
but what it lacks in antiquity it makes up for 
in pure elegance and a sense of vitality only a 
fully functioning place of worship can inspire. 

If the Hagia Sophia shows the mish mash of 
Istanbul’s past, this place is a single-minded 
love note to Islamic art, culture and faith. 

While Istanbul is a city that welcomes visi¬ 
tors, it is not yet one of those over-touristed 
places that become attractively packaged cari-

catures of themselves, a mere reflection of 
what foreigners think they should be. 

While most of the must-dos are located on 
the Asian side of the Bosphorus around the 
Sultanahmet district, the European side has 
its charms too - of a more laidback, lived-in 
kind than its Oriental counterpart. 


Our boutique hotel, the Pera Rose, has a 
touch of Eastern luxury with its deep leather 
sofas, darkwood finishes, and complimentary 
spa and sauna facilities - a nice distraction 
after long days pounding the ancient capital’s 
pavements. 

But the Pera Rose Hotel’s main drawcard is 
its location: barely two minutes from Istiklal 
Avenue in the Beyoglu district, the city’s 
all-purpose late night shopping, drinking and 
noshing zone. 

Near to midnight it’s still heaving as thou¬ 
sands of Turks cruise the street - some there 
for a leisurely window-shop, others nibbling 
borek, or just listening to folksy buskers 
strumming acoustic guitars. 

Scores of ferries leave every few minutes 
from the Eminonu docks, and at 50p per jour¬ 
ney, you get up close and personal with the 
sparkling waters of the Bosphorus. 

In addition to the ubiquitous rounds of tea 
served in tiny glass cups, each boat features 
massive posters of the imposing Ataturk, 
founder of modern Turkey, decorated with 
exhortations to his fellow countrymen. 

It’s almost impossible to overstate the rever¬ 
ence in which he’s held by the population here. 

One stall selling wall plaques painted 
with iconic figures peddles pictures of 
the nationalist leader rubbing up against 
depictions of Che Guevara, Jim Morrison and 
Kurt Cobain. 

And it’s here he seems to have settled into 
the national consciousness - part politician, 
part rock star, part god. 

It’s a good bet he’ll not be forgotten any time 
soon.

Clunes holding sungery 
over Doc r s casebook

“I’D ONLY seen a very rough 
version of the first episode, so it 
was nice to see the final edit,” said 
Martin Clunes after watching 
the first instalment of a new run of 
Doc Martin. 

Many actors don’t get to see rough cuts of 
their work before the editor and director have 
had their way with a show, so why is Clunes 
different? 

‘Well, I’m married to the producer, you see. I 
get to see these things as an insider,” he said. 

The character of Dr Martin, albeit it in a 
slightly different incarnation, first appeared in 
2000 film Saving Grace. Clunes played the 
medic again in two TV film prequels a few 
years later, but after the original production 
company went bust, the actor and his 
producer wife pitched a revamped Doc Martin 
to ITV and the rest, as they say, is history 

The show as we now know it was first 
screened in 2004, and told of a socially inept 
surgeon from London who, after developing a 
blood phobia, retrained as a GP and moved to 
a sleepy fishing village in Cornwall. 

When the abrasive medic arrived in 
Portwenn, he immediately began upsetting 
the villagers and struggled to adjust to the 
quiet life away from the capital. 

“He’s wrong in every way,” said Clunes of his 
alter ego. Wrong and utterly prejudiced, in fact. 

“That’s why I love it, though,” he added. “The 
central role in most TV shows is pretty 
smashing and normally sorts everything out 
for everyone, but that’s what I love about Doc 
Martin, he causes the problems - except when 
it counts, when lives are at stake and he’s so

drastically right. He’s just so rude though.” 

Cornwall’s scenic Port Isaac is transformed 
into the fictional Portwenn and has become a 
genuine tourist attraction as a result of the 
programme. 

“Lots of people go there,” explained Clunes. 
“There are signs with directions on to 
landmarks from the show, but that’s quite 
unfortunate for the people who own the house 
which doubles as my surgery. 

“Sadly, people go right up to the house and 
tap on the window shouting ‘Is he in?’ They 
should say, ‘Of course he’s not in, it’s fictional!’. 
Now there’s another sign saying, ‘Don’t tap on 
the window’ or ‘Get a life’ or something. 

“One of the appeals of the show is that it’s not 
filmed in London. When we did William and 
Mary, we were 11 hours in front of the camera 
every day, and then an hour or more travelling 
either side. It’s horrible, and of course, it’s not 
real travelling, it’s just sitting in a stationary 
car in traffic for the most part. 

“When I’m staying in Port Isaac for Doc 
Martin, I can finish work and be at my hotel in 
10 minutes.” 

After landing numerous roles in esteemed 
shows such as Inspector Morse and Jeeves and 
Wooster, Martin shot to fame after as the lead 
in Men Behaving Badly in 1992. 

More recent work, including an adaptation 
of Goodbye, Mr Chips and the highly 
acclaimed William and Mary, has made 
Clunes one of Britain’s best-loved and most 
recognisable actors, and a person synonymous 
with family entertainment. 

“I’m not interested in the gritty murder 
dramas really,” he confesses. “I’ve done the 
adult comedy with Men Behaving Badly and 
all that too, so I like the family stuff now.”

Sales of new homes 
suffer summer dip 

LATEST figures indicate a sign of 
cooling off in the housing market when it 
comes to new homes. 

The average price for August - the 
latest available - was £259,393. This 
represents a dip of 1.1 per cent over the 
previous month. 

Despite this lower figure, the cost is 
still 0.3 per cent compared with the 
same period last year. 

Market expert David Bexon said: 
“August has clearly shown a drop in prices 
as earlier interest rate rises begin to bite. 

“New home buyers are rightly being 
more cautious before taking on a bigger 
financial commitment. 

“However, there is still an acute 
shortage of homes in the UK, so demand 
will remain strong, especially for family 
homes. 

“The autumn will see a period of 
stability as homebuyers take stock of the 
market and wait for the next round of 
competitive deals from lenders and more 
development incentives.” 

He added that new home buyers were 
now feeling the effects of five interest 
rate rises which had occurred since 
August 2006, with those having to 
remortgage being faced with larger and 
more expensive loans to pay off. 

Closed care proves a 
popular option for OAPs 

A SHIFT in the market for homes for the 
elderly is influencing the housing 
market. 

According to research, closed care 
communities, which provide self- 
contained units within the grounds of 
established care homes, are becoming 
increasingly popular. 

Residents benefit from the use of the 
care homes’ visiting and established 
services while retaining a level of 
independence. 

And experts say they are fast catching 
the traditional trend for sheltered 
accommodation. 

Market analyst Sarah Woods said: 
“Residents in closed care accommo¬ 
dation benefit from avoiding potential 
upheaval and expense of moving again 
should their health deteriorate.” 

The freehold of each such property is 
owned by the care home. 

A monthly service charge also covers 
basic provisions such as upkeep of 
grounds and 24-hour emergency cover. 

Residents are responsible for such 
things as TV licences, telephone bills and 
the usual utility bills as well as internal 
decoration.

RECENT Government announce¬ 
ments that Home Information 
Packs (or HIPs) may soon become 
compulsory for all housing stock 
will prove to be the first real test of 
the bold shake-up in the housing 
markets. 

But far from a cause for concern, it should 
encourage Kent’s buyers. 

HIPs remain an issue blighted by 
oppositional politics and vitriolic national 
journalism. The people of Kent, given time, 
will surely see beyond the alarmist headlines 
and understand what HIPs can really do. 

Figures released by organisations such as 
the Royal Institute of Chartered Surveyors 
and the National Association of Estate Agents

do indicate a drop in the number of houses 
coming to market, as part of a general dip 
across the whole property sector. 

Those same figures did not extend to London 
and the South East, and so to use them as 
causal evidence of the impact of HIPs is rather 
short-sighted, given recent turmoil in inter¬ 
national money markets. 

The scheme was introduced when it was to 
appease critics but unfortunately allowed 
them to blame HIPs for depressing the 
market. Some sellers are indeed wary of 
anything new, but to hide from it behind an 
antiquated system is not the answer. Sellers 
just need the confidence to back packs; the 
buyers are waiting. 


Soon all buyers will expect a property to 
have a HIP with all accompanying safeguards. 

What that means is that when it comes to 
making that all-important decision of buying a 
house, it can now be done in a better-informed 
and very transparent way. 

But amid the negative headlines and 
concerns, it seems time will be the great healer. 

Only when HIPs finally become part of the 
national consciousness will we get the true 
picture. 

The HIP could of course do even more by 
including a Home Condition Report (rather 
than the Government just partially extending 
the scheme), and committing to the full pack, 
which will truly revolutionise the housing 
market and fully inform prospective buyers.

Mercedes star model 
regains all of its shine 



ROAD TEST 


[MERCEDES E-CLASS

MERCEDES showrooms are 
mind-boggling places nowadays. 

There are models to suit everyone: mini 
MPVs, saloons, estates, luxury coupes, road¬ 
sters and convertibles 

But this feast of models is a far cry from how 
the German ‘wunderfirm’ built a post-war rep¬ 
utation on pretty much one model, now called 
the E-Class - the company’s management 
level saloon and estate range. 

The ‘E’s credentials have been simple: 
rugged build, space, thoughtful and practical 
design, easy-driving and the cachet of that 
three-pointed star. 

The latest incarnation is particularly hand¬ 
some, though it needed a facelift in 2006 to 
silence whispers about electrical gremlins 
marring the once rock solid E-Class second¬ 
hand values. 

The revamp introduced some new engines 
too and the Mercedes lynchpin now seems to 
be back on form, though the market sector is 
tougher; Audi’s latest A6 is far better than 
before, while BMW’s 5-series might not be a 
looker, but still claims the ‘driver’s choice’ title. 


Then again, neither matches the sense of 
well-being in the E-Class. If you have slogged 
up the corporate rockface, but can now waft 
into the company car park in this every morn¬ 
ing, then you may feel it was all worth it. 

That star on the bonnet adds to the warm 
glow as you cruise effortlessly along the motor¬ 
way in an airy and classy cabin, with decent 
room for four to travel in great comfort plus 
ample boot space for luggage. 

Unlike German rivals mentioned earlier, the 
big Merc also concentrates on delivering a fine 
ride, though the rear-wheel drive chassis is 
still balanced for quicker driving on more chal¬ 
lenging roads. 

Our test car was a top of the range diesel, the 
E320CDI Sport fitted with a creamy seven- 
speed auto ’box as standard and paddle shifts 
on the wheel for rapid manual gear selection - 
the car can be surprisingly agile. 

Not that it then bums the juice; Mercedes 
reckons it has wmng up to 26 per cent more 
power from the whole E-Class engine line-up 
without increasing fuel consumption - our 
320CDI version can average nearly 40mpg.

SUPERMINIS were not something that Japanese carmakers used to 'do' with much style or verve. They were reliable, of course, 
but easily outclassed for image and style by European marques. But that changed with the original Toyota Yaris, ironically made 
in France for European markets. The Yaris now faces its stiffest competition from fellow Japanese manufacturers in the form of 
the quirky looking yet robust Nissan Micra and Mitsubishi Colt. All three make a statement but are also practical and reliable. 



TOYOTA'S original mould-breaking supermini (pictured) was 
replaced last year, but the second generation car has built upon its 
reputation for space within eye-catching yet compact dimensions; 
a Yaris of any age makes a decent used buy. The original also 
spawned the hugely versatile Verso estate-cum-MPV. The Yaris 
driving experience is classy too, but the years are becoming less 
kind to the interior design and visual quality of the original car. 


BORING Nissan? Well, the Micra has blown that myth apart. This 
is the supermini that says you don't have to conform to style in 
order to be space-efficient and you don't have to carry a French 
badge to be chic - although Renault now owns Nissan. The Micra 
turns heads and looks 'right' in three or five-door form. It's 
affordable and reliable, available with excellent diesels and 
marketed with some stylish trim in the dearer versions.

Research debunks 
age-old work myths 


FORTY per cent of older workers believe their 
younger colleagues teach them skills they pre¬ 
viously did not have, according to a study of 
older and younger workers commissioned by 
Jobcentre Plus, while one third of younger 
workers believe older workers are more likely 
to work anti-social hours than colleagues their 
own age. 

The findings, which come as the UK cele¬ 
brates the first anniversary of the Employment 
Equality (Age) Regulations 2006, lift the lid on 
the benefits for both employers and individuals 
of employing a diverse workforce. 

Across the board in the South East, the 
results show that working in a mixed-aged 
workforce is important for both older (61 per 
cent) and younger (63 per cent) UK workers 
with all recognising the benefits of working 
with people of mixed ages.

Lesley Strathie, chief executive of Jobcentre 
Plus, said: “The research shows that having 
the right balance of age and skills can bring 
numerous benefits to establishing a complete 
workforce for both employers and employees. 

“Both older and younger workers appreciate 
and learn from the qualities each brings to the 
workplace. It’s not always easy to get the mix 
right.” 

Perhaps unsurprisingly, the research shows 
the first and foremost quality younger workers 
in the South East think their older colleagues 
bring is experience (92 per cent) whilst relia¬ 
bility (65 per cent) and understanding (76 per 
cent) also featured highly. 

Comparatively, nearly two thirds of older 


workers are impressed by their younger co¬ 
workers ability to learn quickly, be flexible (66 
per cent) and give them energy (57 per cent). 

Public sector and financial services workers 
show a higher level of confidence in their 
younger colleagues, although overall reliability 
appears to be an area younger workers need to 
improve - only a quarter of older workers 
believed their younger co-workers to be reliable. 

One factor which was consistent across both 
age groups was the main reason they come to 
work - money, although this was more preva¬ 
lent amongst younger rather than older people 
(78 per cent compared to 47 per cent). 

And contrary to popular belief, only three 
per cent of younger workers stated that they 
come to work to meet new people, while 25 per 
cent of older workers confirmed that they 
work for personal satisfaction.
